WITNESS MONUMENT TIES: Describe at least three new BT's and/or witness objects established or work done to preserve existing evidence. 
All ties to new Bearing Trees (BTs) are a mag nail set in a 1-1/2" plastic washer stamped "SURVEY MARKER - DO NOT REMOVE" and hack mark 
at the root crown (less than 12" above ground) perpendicular to the center of the tree, unless otherwise noted. BT diameters are noted as dbh and 
are measured approximately 4.5' above ground. Bearings are measured from the monument to the center of the BT, distances are measured from 
the monument to the mag nail. Distances to witness ties were measured with a Leica Disto laser distance meter. Bearings were collected with the 
internal magnetic compass of the Javad Triumph LS and were automatically adjusted to grid north.

Date of Field work/Search: 03/22/2018, 06/25/2018, and 8/22/2019 By: R.Oser, E.Smitheram, C.Raley Monument Found: Concrete 
monument BTs or Reference Objects Found: Most of the ties from the 2009 Monument Record were disturbed. When we visited the 
corner in March, a 45” ash tree had recently fallen next to it, destroying some of the witnesses and obstructing the monument with 
large branches. We asked the City arborist to clean it up So we could access the monument. We returned to take new witnesses 
when the cleanup was complete.

OTHER EVIDENCE: Describe corner location relative to nearby features and how to reach the corner location — note fences, roads, timber cutting 
lines, mow lines, clearings, plantings, streams, topo changes, etc. 

The stone is approximately 44’ west of the west edge of pavement of Highland Avenue, next to the trunk of a fallen 45” ash. We dug 
up the top 8” of the monument and it remained firmly planted, but we did not find any markings. We tested the stone with 
hydrochloric acid and it did not react, so we classified it as sandstone. 


MONUMENT PRESERVATION: Describe work done to preserve existing monument. 

There is a steel t-post 0.45’ west of the monument with a Monroe County “PROTECT NEARBY SURVEY MARKER’ sign attached 
3.6’ above grade. We found an iron pipe and several long pieces of cut limestone on the ground in the area around the stone. We 

placed the iron pipe horizontal in the hole on the west side of the stone and we placed the cut limestone around and on top of the 

stone to protect it. 


THEORY OF LOCATION: Describe the theory of location for acceptance of this monument. Include monument origin and associated uncertainty. 
We accepted the stone per the 1839 legal survey with no associated uncertainty.

BASIS OF GEODETIC COORDINATES: The basis of bearings is Grid North NAD8&3(2011), Indiana West Zone, Epoch 2010.0000, 
Geoid Model G2012BU7, Datum NAD83_NO_TRANS, US Survey Feet, derived from GPS observations utilizing the Indiana Real- 
Time Network (INCORS). Distances obtained with GPS have not been adjusted to ground. Coordinate data was collected with a 
Javad Triumph LS Network Rover and a Sokkia Set 510 Total Station.
